The approaching celebra­ 
tion o f the birthday anniversary 
of Abraham Lincoln on Sunday 
recalls those words vividly to the 
mind of Solomon J. Taylor. 90, of 
Brysonia, 
and 
he 
remembers 
clearly the day when President 
Lincoln spoke them to him and a 
cousin as he (Lincoln) descended 
from the platform in the National 
cemetery after delivering his im­ 
mortal dedicatory address. 
Mr. Taylor, then a lad of 14 
years, and a cousin. Allen Taylor, 
who died a number of years ago, 
had walked IO miles to Gettysburg 
that day from their upper Adams 
county homes and had followed 
the procession to the cemetery’ 
after watching Lincoln leave the 
Wills home in the square. 
The boys saw him mount a small 
horse that made them wish some 
of their mounts in their stables IO 
miles away could have been on 
hand to provide the president a 
more spirited horse and one with 
j proportions better suited to those 
Out-of-1 of Hie tall rider. 
The two boys stood by the plat­ 
form steps and heard the address, 
Mr. Taylor recalls. 
He declares 
there was applause when the Pres­ 
ident finished, contrary to some 
accounts of the crowd’s reaction. 
As the President left the stand 
and greeted fhe b^vs, he shook 
hands with both of them.

Taylor believes that he is one of 
the oldest surviving members of 
that throng who shook hands with 
the Civil war President here. 
The aged countian, the last of 
the original family of Taylors who 
settled in the northern section of 
the county, was a pioneer teamster 
hauling charcoal over six miles of 
mountain roads to the ore fur­ 
naces at Pine Grove.

once wrote th a t no painter had ever succeeded in giving us the real 
face of Lincoln—“there was something else there”—and the p ain ters 
brush, or skill, could not get it 
It may well be said th a t one's recommendations are w ritten upon 
one’s face. There they are—and no words, spoken or w ritten, are neces­ 
sary.

You can alm ost get the tempo of a city by standing on one of its 
corners and watching the people go by! 
In a strange city I cannot resist

"Lincoln and the Civil War in 
the Diaries and letters of John 
Hay,” selected and with an intro­ 
duction by Tyler Dennett (Dodd, 
Mead). 
T 
YLER DENNETT’S well se­ 
lected and superbly edited vol­ 
ume of John Hay’s writing, taken 
from his diaries and letters, was 
published this week, anticipated 
the Emancipator’s birthday. It is 
not the first publication of the 
material, but within its scope it ls 
perhaps the best. 
Hay was 22 years old when he 
came on 
to Washington 
from 
Springfield, Illinois, and went to 
live at the White House with the 
Lincolns. 
That was March 4, 
1861. 
Almost exactly four years 
later he was appointed secretary 
of legation in Paris. 
These are delightful letters, only 
a little dated by occasional lapses 
into the high flown verbiage of the 
time. Hay was young, and he did 
not keep a diary for public con­ 
sumption. His references to pub­ 
lic characters are therefore much 
less guarded than might have been 
the case. Lincoln himself is often 
the "Tycoon” <no, that magazine 
did not invent the word!), some­ 
times 
the Ancient, occasionally 
just the President. 
There is so much in the book 
that in :his space one can only 
suggest its content 
One anecdote 
will suffice, this once concerning 
General McClellan just after he 
had been given supreme command.

Three warm handclasps and a

clasp came during one of Lincoln's 
visits to Philadelphia during the 
campaign of 1860.
